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The Late Swiss Flonds—Ascconts of the
Matterhorn.

Ootober 19, 1808, —Having mysell witnessed
pon v of the most disastrons effeots of the great
storm, and the accompanying inundations,
whi i took plave in the middle of last August
in Fwitzerland, sud haviog been flooded up
by the deluge for some days at Saas, [ think
tue following notes of scenes and finel-
dentg which cams under my observation
way prove interestivg to your readers, in
gequence to the recsnt eommunication of
Protessor Airy. 1 was higher up than the
Astrovomer Royal, and was in some peril,
not to epeak of personal privations,
but buve got down to Viep, I shonld have
thonght my=ulf out of all dsuger and free from
all perplexity, Bat, unluvkily, I was at Baas,

Counld I |

and four other friends, all of whom had bean
gay and jecose the day before, determiued not
to sleep In the house snother vight. How
vould they get ont? Thay were water-bound
—water-priconers. Father Tmseng was called
to their couneil, and assared them the house
wonld pow gtand. They entreated him to pro-
vide them with a boat or any means of exit.
Bul there wag no other open inn—no attain-
able bonse near this irn. The only rasonrca
at the Father's command was the little relin-
quisbed “Monto Rosa' inn at the rise of the
bill. How could the IFrench people get oat and
euter it?  Onpe exit only was eonoeivabls and
sraetionble. An attie windew of our Lol the

onte Moro, abutted on the said hill. All
who could get up to this attic window, aud out
of it, might easily descend upon the wat grass
of the hill behind., This resourcn was hailed

shut up for sgoma daye in an old hounse, which
became a stone ark, with sundry kiods of
gqueer avimals, but, unhappily, no dove. For |
geveral days & warm, sud sometimos hot, l
gouth wind had been blowing up from
the Italian gide of Monte Roesa, and
oovering the mountaions with black clonds,
It wae, therefore, neeless to think of
attemyiing to eroeg over into Itnly by the
Monte Moro pass in #suneh oloudy and dismal
weather, The little rongh hotel at the Matt-
marh Bes, sitoated aboat three hours’ walk |
higher up the valley, is the last stoppiug
lsce before erossing the Moro, and there |
ad slept oue night, rising at four o'vlock; |
but fludiog thick darkuess still prevalent, I |
Al once retnrued 1o Saas, preferring to awalt
brighter weuthier there. KRetiring enarly
to mwy bed-room, which faced the south,
I gonght sleep, without the remotest sns-
plelon of what waa brewing in the skiss,
although the oppressive heat and lowering
migie might have forewarned me,
It was sbout & o'clock in the morning when
I war awoke by & tremendons storm of rain
and thouder and bghtuing. Buoh lightning,
thunder, and rain only come down on Alpine
heights and in valleys., No words can fally
desoribe this storm; bot its resnlts may ba de-
peribed to some extent. My bed-room win.
‘dows wers all frontiug the fury of the tempest,
and one of the heavy exterior woodsn shatters
wers gpredily loosened Smasghed glass and dis-
focuted windows &t oues allowsd the rain to
pour in like a sheet of water. In & fow
mivutes the floor was fooded, the ceiling
alioye ponred down little streams, and before
Jong wy bed was & pool of water. The light-
ning svemed to play around me in vivid forks,
the thuuder neary deafensd me, and the
forions wind roged round wmy poor chamber
like an unchaiped maviac, [lay in bed as
patiently as 1 could till the day broke, and
then I dresfed and deseended, half wet,
wholly chilled, and wot a littls discomfited,
No rooner bid | reashied the salle 4 manger
than 1 saw, at a glaves, thatadelogs of water
had fallen in the few honrsof darkness during
which the storw raged The previously narrow,
rapidly-rusbing mountain stream was now a
terrible, broad, and foaming river—a river iu
kigh aud furions flood. Stepping ont on to the
Little balcony, it was manilest that the nuhap-
ily loeated house was now simply an island.
ight and left, high upavd low down, all wus
fluoded. Fields, divisions, walls, paths, were all
nearly, sud would soon be gnite, obliterated.
Down dachedthe mad waterain irresistibleforos;
and lookipg at the lowest windows of the
house, I saw the flood had nearly risen to
their gilla., It wag s guestion mersly of time
—of a fow hours probably—whether tha lower
story would not be entirely under water. In
about two honrs such way the actual state of

thinge. The psssage, the drinking.room, the
cellurg, the kitchien, were all innudated. Up
came Cathering with her kitchen ware, np
game the white-capped ook, up came one

dall old landlord, aund up cames Mather
Imeeng in deep sgorrow aud damp vest-
ments, All thesa established themaslves in

various corne ra—soma on the landing outsids
the salle, and gome inside of it. Dread or
nnegsiness was depicted on every connta-
nauce, and increasingly as the morniog passed |
on, for the flood continnally angmentad. Tha
waters roge higler and higher, and by mid-
day it was donotfnl whether even ths :alle 4
mar ger itsell wonld essape the all-threatening |
waters, | looksd out st the cornwer of the |
house most exposed to Lthe full dessending |
impact of the waters, and discovered that the
stone at the augle was partly brokan, aud that
other stones were very likoly to bs loosened |
in time.

Two Luge rongh wooden hbenches stood
before the 1un-door, Loug ago had their seatg
been nuder wator, and would ths benchas
theuselves stand agaiost the flowing enawy ?
We could gee the npper ralls ouly; but before
long thess were snbmergsd. Crash! orash!

and down went owe great beach. Soon
after, crash! crash! sand away went the
other great bench. Hage stonea were also

diglodged, aud went down with, and in pat
arrested, the rapid degcsnt of the shat-
tered benches. Heelng this, a yonng man,
gon of ths dall old landlord, devizad
and rkilfully accomplished the resens of ous of
the two benches. Binding a stroog rops ronnd
hia middle, he pluoged futo the river; his
futher aud two other men holding the rops on
the top of a wall. Father lmseng looked on in
donbt sud in dirt; all the l‘.w(:ph; of the honse
apprared and encodraged the young maa.

Strong as he was, the waters onos harriad him |

down, aud Le Lad to bs hanled out, half-
drowned. Again be entersd; and vow, by great
efforts, hs attached the rops to the arrested
bench, aud it was moored to a rook.

Huges logs aund frame pieces of pine now
dashed past uns in quick pucuession,  What

pounld these be! Alns! they were parts o Lwo |

ohiilets or huts, cerried away piscamsal bafore
our eyes, Now and then a door-jam, or part
of a window-/rame stood up edgsa-waya out ol

the waterg, aud then we nndsrstood the rmin |

that the oods were intlivtiug., As to fodder,
paris of outhouses, vattle-ahnds and the like,
the river mads playihings of them all. All!
Poor peasavts of Bass ! Who cun tell how
badly the (oods dealt with you on that fatal
day !

The roariog of the flood, continuing, as it
did, all day, exerci<ed a suddeniug effoct.
Add to this the lowd olashiug of great rosks
and stongs againet each other, and the long
nuabsted rise of the waters, and auy one may
imagive the depressing thonghts which
weighed upon me, Tosse were only allevi-
ated by ocousions]l odd incldeuts, Oas such
waa the terror of & Freoch lady staying at the
hounse, snd her expressions of alurm, 0L |V
gaid she, “not owe of us will ssoapn! The
Loose ia crnmbling down, and wy poor boy
will never ses his wmother again!  Buvides all,
gir, they convot cook any dinver to.day, aud
the cellar is under water, No wloe, sir; no
meat | Ah, sir, this is a dregdful death to dia
We ghall b starved, and we sball be drownaed |
Ab, paor Henri! O my poor orphan boy |

Happlly, bowaver, the waters did rensibly
abate about fonr or live o'clook. The front
wall was a kind of hydrometar. The window-
sills ware the stroogest divisions, aud 1 conld
geo that the lower stones would slowly reap-
pear. Very elow, and very long snd anxionsly
swaited, was  their flest faint reappear-
ance. When at length they did emerge from
the muddy billows, hope emerged with them,
and we felt that, althongh we might atill be

risonere, we shonld not be drowned. Bo deap,
owaver,was the dread, aud so strong the terror
inepired by the deluge, that a whole party,
oonsistivg of the Freuch lady before mentioned

with acelamation—only, how could the window
be reachied ! Tregently, there appesred A man
who carried & sbhort ladder. This was applied
fo ipgenionaly that every Frensh man and
woman eould monnt I, and get upon the
grags ontside. To #ea them successively
wonnting and descendiog was worth sll the
terrors aud snlleriogs of the day.

Next morniog, they re-entered the inn by
the esme method, sod at night madas o gimilar
exit, Ope gentleman only was bold enough
fo dare the dangers of the hotel at night, and
Lo kept mecomprny for two or thres evenings.,
This yonvg Frenclimeu aud I had the whole
upper rooms to ourselves, and my young
cumpavion endesvored to edily me duving the
Lours we werw together by aseuring e that
be did pot believe in & God, or a devil, or tha
Bille, It was (nite true, he said, that he
called hiweelf 8 Cutholie, beoange he was not
& 'rotestant; Lut as to religion, it was oer-
tainly all priesteralt. Pleasant and profitabils
company thiz in a deserted honse, sarronuded
by the eddying and roaring watera! Une
evenivg 1 ventured to remark that if I were in
the elightest degree dispozed to doubt of a
God and a Dible, [ felt more than ever con-
vinced that there waa a devil.

In & day or two we got out of tha inu door
by means of fir-trees and poled laid in continn-
ous lengths, None but av eve-witness could
credit the havov and roin dirplayed all around,
The  village itgelf was a  wilder-
nes of mnd and gtones, mach
like the bottom of & drained lake., The Hoor
¢f the chinrch was covered with the finest silt
and saud, which had been carried in by the
doors. To detail how many wooden bridges
had been broken up, how many trees had
been rooted up, and how maoy logs and polas
wera coniusedly budiled together, wonld ba
in vain., lu brief, all commuoication was in-
terrupted. We were cnt off from men, and
could only dream of elimbing monntaing, Oaa
Httle incideut amused ns,  There lay Leneath
our window, before the flvod, some large
wooden ninepins and 4 inga wooden Lowl, Of
the nineping none were recovered, buot the
great bowl was fouud amongst blocks and
rocks about twelve miles down the vallsy,
near Stahlden,

Findipgitalmostimpracticable to reach Visp,
and that in all probability T should have to go
over the mountain from Stahlden to Tonrte-
magne, 1 resolved to eross the Moro to Macng-
naga. Usnally the walk from Sass to the
Mattmarh See iun takea three hours; butnow
we bad to olimb over rovks and pursus a tor-
tuons course, so that fonr hours were necas-
sary, and on arriviog at the go-called Sea I
was surpriced to find %1. quite dry. It fact it
bhad all run down under and by the sidg pf the
Alialein glacier—a phenomenon vot before ob-
served. Donbtless the great flood had foreibly
drained it off.

At the littla inn, whera 1 had conntel on
Jaying in provizions for tha Moro Pass, there
was no food. liven the brewl wan saten up,
and only ons bottle of horrible erdinaire conld
be obtained for sell and guide. Over the Moro-
then, foodless, to Macngnsga—tbis was the in-
evitable order of the dey; and aloog, famighing
walk I found it to be. At Macngnags | heard
of—and witnegsed the reanlts of—ths fearfal

gtorm. In going to the Belveders on the
glacier the usual path was quite obliteratad,
snd I lhad to monut over bouolders and
rockR., A daep, dry channel, or rather
ravine, wis menifest at the termination of
the glacier, and told nnmistakably of a
sweeping water-flow.,  DBat the wmost re-

murkable eight [ saw was that of a4 unm-

ber of pine-logs, and apparently plauks,
lying lepgthweys in amoogst the stones,
go  singalarly  jammed i that they

appeared to be alinost intarstratilied with the
Yoosely sgglomerated bonlders, snd snggested
foro bly the idex of a fature geologioal stra-
tum containing layers of fogsil wood. Alto-
gether, the devuding and relayiog power of
the water in all hese desolatsd valloys was
guologically suggestive, and insiractive in a
high degrer,

In walking down tha Tbeantifal Val
Anzagea to Ponte Grandae, I bhabeld the most
melapcholy proofs of the ravages of the
late loods; snd in soms places [ had
to maka deviations by no means easy or
pleasant. Bat it was at the gold-mining works
of Pesterana that [ witnesssd the most soatly
damuge. The washing floors of the mining
works were thoroughly desolated; and an old
Cornizh caplain, there resident, pointed ont
| to me with desp sorrow the course of the
waters apd the ruin of the works.

I sbould mnot like to state from mere
recollection 1he mounetary amonut of the
damupge dope in this deep valley by the

lnandation; but, from my owa obssrva-
tion, I sm sure it muost bave been very
great, No one revuliected such & territlc dowa-

[ rugh in any forwer storm. The Cornish oap-

toin deporibed the nolse of the resistless
waters as equnl to that of “a thonsand
thunders,”’

When, on complsting my tonr round Monts
Roan, 1 crosged tha Tueodnle glacier and
looked up at the Matterhiorn in itsa noelondad
glory, it aight slwmost have been donbted it
that vuequalled obelisk conid have 1alt the
eftect of the lute terwopest,
itnto the sky, it seened 88 culm as & mig
patural sphinx. Oaly its riddle bas now been
solved, aud dimbers have fonud tha sufs way
[ up toits head nud dewn its shoulders. At that

very time three Epglishuen were upoun it, and

pear the beginuing of the lonal av 1
| thould mnot bive discerped them, bat the

Baron P——0- dipeovered them, aud, opsning
| bl honter's telegcops, held it aright for we

nutil I found the three lttle black muvin,;
gpecks in the lald of the glass,
esglaeye, tralned long in chamois-bunting,
guw the elimibers withont the aid of tha glass;
bat nova of thoe rest of onr party conld traow
the adveutarara withont the taludoopa.

then expected; and from & snbgequent stndy
of the gable roo-like termination of the great
mwonvtain, whils I stood at its base, I could
| well imagine the natura of the final diftialty.
| From Herr SBeiler, mow the lsudlord of the two
hotels at Zermatt, I lasrned that, in all, seven
ascents of the Matterborn had been made this
very floe sumwmer. It can be asceuded fiom
the Itallan or the Swiss side, aud a strong
coutroverey and rivalry exiat as to these re-
gpeotive routes. It is not easy Lo sequiedos in
the opluion of the Zermatt guides that the
ronte is preferable from their gide. Probably,
the best conrée I8 that which Dr. Tyndall, |
believe, adopted, viz, 10 agoend by the Italian,

and to descend by the Zermati side, 1 was
informed that thersa are hats npow on
both sides, erected for the lodgment of
their firat night, From
Zermatt I beheld the light shown by the be-
fore-named party at night, sud it shone down
on Zermatt like a low-placed, brillisot
star. The Itallan hut is; 1 belisve, higher ap

are undistingnishable from below,

Thres of the Zermatt guldes espeacially
dedicate themseelves to mouuting the Matter-
horn. Great, strong fellows are they, and
high ia their price, viz,, 100 franca for each

guide, 20 framoa i their fee to the hut
or oobune, and back; and I faney
that this latter expedition will beooms a

favorite one to moderats olimbara. Frowm all [
conld asesrtain, no climbers aver stay loug on
the summit even when they have attained it.
The monntaineer bafore alluded to assaisd me
the cold wae g0 intence that he conld not re-
main mueh wore thun ten minutes on the top.
A cold porth wind (the most favorable wind
for olear weather baing anorth wingd) very fre-
guently sweeps this summwit, aod, indeed, tha
pumiuits aleo of the neighborivg monotaing;
and uo man but an Hegnimaoux in oative
drese conld stand lopg in such a wind on snoh
a height, However, the view I8 not the chief
object of masteriog the Matterhorn.

One onuse of fear naturally suggests itzelf
while thivking of the asoent.  As it is new an
achisvement which bas passed ont of the cate-
gory of Impossibles, it may too rapidly pasa
into that of the easily practivables. The Intter
it oan mever Le. It geems, from all that is
testified by the puccessfnl elimbers, to be, in |
the flual ascont at least, very ardnons and
ratlier dapgerons. Ibcan only ba gafely done
in {lne weather, and by men in good
training. The frequency with whioh
it may dove wunder fuch favorabls
conditions i8 apt to mislead the inexpe-
rienced. Ilemce it is to be feared that
more accidents may happen on this majestio
mwountain of melancholy notoriety.  While
the attempl is mads ounly by experisnced
monntaineers and good rock-mountera, all
mway go well; but it a pumber of novices or
incapables make foold of themselves on the
Matterhorn, thera will ba more than two or
three graves, bearing the iuscription of “*Killed
on the Matterliorn,” in the little church-yard
al Zermatt.— Londen Atheneum.
